Witness Gives Graphic Account of the

Murder of Mrs. Castle. 


AS IF CLUTCHING A RAZOR 


Brumback Very Dramatically Passed 
His Hand Through the Air. 


BUT THE PRISONER WEVER FLINGHED 


Miss Morrison Retained Her Com- 
posure While Blocdy Scene Was 
Being Described. 


Eldora, Kans., December 4.—Today in 
the Jeasie Morrison murder trial the 
time was spent in an effort by the pros 
ecution to prove the authenticity of a 
death-bed statement of Mre. Castle, which 
they had desired to introduce as evidence, 

Two physicians, Mrs. Castie’s pastor, 
Rev.. Mr. Wharton, his wife's daughter 
and Austin Brumback, brother of the 
prosecuting attorney in the case, depicted 
the scene at the bedside of the dying wo- 
man. They told how she, unable to 
speak because of the wounds in her 
throat, nodded assent as questions per- 
taining to the affair with Miss Morrison 
were put to her, and how, finally, she 
signed her name to the statement and 
wrote the words: 

“By my God, it is true.” 

The statement declared that Jessie Mor- 
rison had provoked the quarrel with the 
dead woman and then slashed her with 
a razor. 
| A thrilling scene occurred during the 
cross-examination of Brumback. Me had 
been requested to tell what questions he 
had asked and what answers he had re- 
ceived while he was taking Mrs. Castle's 
statement. To answer the question, Brum- 
back related the statement made by the 
wounded woman, describing the approach 
of Jessie Morrison to Mrs. Castle's home 
and told of the preliminary conversation 
between the two young women. 

As Brumback proceeded, his voice grew 
loud and his speech emphatic. His right 


he reached the point where he said that 
Jessie Morrison handed Mrs. Castle a let- 
ter to read and that while the latter read 
it, the prisoner took out her razor and 
cut her throat.” 

As he said this, Brumback sprang to his 
feet and dramatically passed his hand 
through the air as if to clutch a rasor. 

Mrs. Wiley, mother of the murdered 
woman, put her handkerchief over her 
face as if to hide the picture; Olin Cas- 
tle’s mother covered her eyes with her 
hand, but Jessie Morrison never flinched. 
She looked straight ig front of her, and 
aside from the fact that her cheeks 
grew a little whiter and she closed her 
eyes for a minute as Brumback conclud- 
ed, her expression did not change. 

Olin Castle was not in the courtroom.

President H. H. Hargrove called the 
convention to order and Bishop Davis 
Sessums opened the proceedings with an 
impressive prayer. 

Governor W. W. Heard delivered the 
address of welcome in behalf of the 
State, calling attention to the wonderful 
scope and purpose of the convention. He 
peinted out that with the greatest unde- 
veloped: resources of any part of the 
globe, without any exceptions, the south 
should also become the greatest manu- 

cturing center of the world, and that 
it lay within the scope of the aims and 
8 of this convention to make it 
sich, 

The time is near at hand,” gald he. 
“when the greatest portion of the annual 
cotton crop of the cotton belt will be 
manufactured right here in our midst, 
with the looms and spindles of our own 
mills, our own native labor furnishing the 
genius."’ . 

The roll of the states was then called. 

General John B. Gordon responded for 
Georgia, and after detailing the 
changed conditions there and the 
evident prospects, continued as follows: 

“And now, in conclusion, let me say a 
word as to the whole south. I note that 
We are forbidden to telf of politics, That 
sulta me. Like my friends from Ar- 
kansas, I waa in politics some Yearr ago, 
but I have reformed. I have some things, 
hewever, on my heart and mind which 1 
propose to say, I say them not aa a 
representative cf the governor, or for 
my. state, but I say them on my own re- 
sponsibility. Thia southern land, once 
the Niobe of nations, bathed in tears, 
isolated in her unspeakable grief, is 
Niobe no longer. But she is now rather 
the noble Cornelia, pointing with just 
exultation to her triumphant Qracchl, 
conquering all foes and trampling under 
foot every barrier to her progress. She 
is still, it ie true, and ever will be, 
Rachael inconsolable at the loss of her 
truest children, because they are not; but 
she is als the brave mother, pure 
end still more refined by the fires 
through which she has passed, encourag- 


en route to the southern industrial con- 
vention in New Orleans. 

“It would be a pity if it could not,” he 
replied. ‘For centuries upon centuries 
the textile art has been practiced chiefly 
by women. There are few It us whose 
grandmothers could not spin and weave.

But the work of our grandmothers was 
done in their homes and did not submit 
them Ro the necessity of going to the 
factory, and to work with factory peo- 
ple.“ I observed. “If we omit the plain 
people who are compelled to work for 
bread and meat, ia there any prospect for 
educated and well-bred women, young 
and old?“ 

The acience and art of spinning ta in 
many respects aimilar to the acience and 
art of muste.“ repited Mr. ‘Tompkins. 

“Half a dosen little negroes can make 
musio out of half a dosen bottles or 
juas by blowing in them, each having a 
sufficient quantity of water to make it 
tune with the others. This makes muste, 
but tolerably common music. 80 in the 
textile art. Plain people make plain cloth, 
Amongat these plain people there will be 
developed some who love to study and who 
are alitists by temperament. These will 
nake finer clothes and will introduce 
some artistic caste into patterns for dress 
woods and ginghams. In this matter of 
art and taste in textile fabrics there is 
no limit. In the Scotch and French ging- 
hams we ses results that no ordinary 
people could produce. When it comes to 
designs for organdies and lace curtains, 
we must go to artists for the design and 
artists command high compensations and 
complete liberty of time.“ 

In reply to the query as to whether any 
southern cotton mills had such expert de- 
sigrers, it was interesting to learn that 
a graduate of Clemson college in South 


orado and Santa Fe. It is thought that 
the difference will be settled without a 
strike, but the employees are getting 
in readiness for any movement necessary 
to accomplish their cnds.

TEXTILE EDUCATION TO WOMEN OF SOUTH

Carolina has just been employed as a de- 
signer at a fair price. 

“I have seen in Pennsylvania,” said Mr. 
Tompkins, “a factory where a half dozen 
young men and young women were em- 
ployed as designers of lace curtains at 
good salaries. The opening to bright and 
artistic people is infinite in textile work. 
It is not alone in lace curtains and dreas 
moods that artistic designers are needed, 
but in higher flelds of textile art, such as 
the production of rugs carrying pictures 
and even tapestries that serve no other 
purpose than that of being works of art 
are open to all our people, Some of the 
finest works of art in the world are tap- 
estries. Who are more entitled to do art 
tapestries than women? But art is never 
remunerative. To make money out of 
textile work, men and women must au 
ply the demands of passing fashions in 
organdies, swiss muiina, embroidered 
dreas patterns and other fancy goods. 

How many southern states haye estab- 
lished textile schools?" 

“Those already established are in North 
Carolina, a& the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical college, Raelleh; South Carolina, 
at Clemson college, Calhoun, 8. G.; and 
Georgia, at the Bchool of Technology, At- 


lanta, Miesisaippi is now bullding a tex- 


tile achool bullding at the Axricultural 


and Mechanical college. Starkville, and 


Louisiana is making preparationa to in- 
augurate a denartment at the industrial 
institute, Rustoa, La.“ 

A trifle depressing was the reply when I 
asked: “Are many of these achools open 


to women?“ 

T wae told that of those already in oper- 
ation the one at Raleigh, N. C., is the 
only one open to women, The schools at 
Starkville, Mise, and Ruston, La., will 
be at the service of women when opened. 

There ta a ‘extile school in Philadel- 
phia where the art department has been 
well developed. The art work on the ar- 
chitecture at the Nashville exposition was 
done by the studentd in the art depart- 
ment of the Philadelphia Textile school. 

“There is really no limit to the high 
character of work, that can be offered to 
textile work.“ Mr. Tompkins observed. 
in conclusion, “and this is without regard 
to whether the person contemplating the 
work is a young man or a young wo- 
man.“ ISM A DOOLY.

Louisiana Penitentiary Board Will 
Work Convicts on Farms. 

New Orleans, La. December 4.—(Spe- 
elal.)— The Louisiana penitentiary board 
today purchased the Angola cotton plun- 
tation, in West Feliciana, and will use it 
as a convict farm, employing the convicts 
in reising cotton. The plantation is 8,300 
acres in extent and is virtually an island 
in the Mississippi river. The price paid is 
$25 an acre of $215,000 for the plantation. 
The Angola is probably the finest cotton 
land in the south, raising a bale an acre, 
or twice as much as the average in Louis- 
lana, and quality of cotton selling at a 
cent or two cents mofe than the average. 
The board also purchased the Hope sugar 
plantation, in St. Mary's parish, extending 
from Bayou Teche to Grand , pay- 
ing $75,000 therefor. The state convicts 
will be equally divided between the two 
plantations and employed in raising cot- 
ton and sugar.

REPORT SENT TO CONGRESS 


Cost by. Nicaragua Route Estimated 
at $200,540,000—Advantages 
This Country Will Derive 
from the Canal Are 5 
Pointed Out. 


Washington, December 4.—The report 
of the isthmian canal commission, sub- 
mitted by the president to congress today, 
gives as the unanimous conclusion of that 
body that 'the most practicable and feas- 
ible route for an isthmian canal, under 
the control, management and ownership 
of the United States is that known as the 
Nicaragua route.“ 

The commission estimates the cost of 
this route at $200,540,000. This estimate 18 
much in excces of any heretofore made, 
and is due to increased dimensions and 
other features not heretofore considered. 
The committee also estimates the cost of 
a canal by the Panama route at $142,342,- 
579, according to one route, or $156,378,258 
according to another route, 

Aa between the Nicaragua and Panama 
route the commission sums up a number 
of advantages favorable to the former. 
It states also that under the concession 
given by the government of Colombia to 
the Panama Canal Company that gov- 
ernment is not free to grant the necessa- 
ry rights to the United States except 
upon cormlitions made by the company, 


Along the Nicatcgua route it was found, 


that the short sect'on of partially con- 
structed canal is perhaps in as good shape 
today as it was when the work was 
stopped. The buildings, however, are rot- 
ten and the dredges, boats, etc., are 
worthless,

The commission having in mind the in- 
creasing size of ocean going vessels, it 
was determined to fix upon a depth of 
thirty-five feet mean low water and a 
bottom width of 1 feet, with some in- 
crease of dimensions at certain points.

A width of 1% feet will allow all but the 
very largest ships to piss each, other in 
the canal, while the locks are of a dimen- 
alon to permit even the largest ships 
afloat to maneuver. The size of locks 
le 74 fect length, 84 feet width in the 
clear with a depth of 35 feet. 

The Nicaragua route adopted follows 
exeentially the lines laid down by the Nic- 
aragua canal commission in its reports of 
1897-99. It begin near Greytown, on the 
Atiantic side, follows the San Juan river, 
enters Lake Nicaragua and terminates 
at Brito, on the Pacific side. The dis- 
tance from ocean to ocean is about 186 

iles. 2 
Plans are given for the great harbors 
required at Greytown and Brito. The 
most difficult engineering work in the 
dam across ‘he San Juan river to reguiate 
the watera of the lake on whose construc- 
tion hinges, largely, the time required 
to build the canal. The commission says 
eight years would probably be a rearon- 
able estimate for the time of building ft. 
At least two yeara will be conaumed in 
preparatory work and opening a harbor 
at Greytown, so that if work on the dam 
should be commenced immediately there- 
after the time required for completing the 
entire work will be about ten years, 

The commiasion then submits the fol- 
lowing estimated cost of a canal on the 
Nicaragun route:

Boca San Carlos, 882,662,000, 

Middle division, from Roca Ban Carlos 
dam to Las Lajas, 925,425,000, : 

Weatern division, from Las Lajas to

Total, $167,117,000. 

Engineering, poltee, sanitation and gen- 
eral contingencles, $33,423,000. 

Agxrerate, $20,540,000, 

This estimate provides for a double sys- 
tem of locks, but a single lockage sys- 
tem would reduce the cost $19,678,000, 

Narrowing the bottom one-third will 
permit a further reduction of $16,949,000. 
This would bring the estimated cost down 
to $163,913,000. 

Concerning the Panama route, the com- 
mission says its natural attraction lies in 
the combination of a very narrow isthmus 
with a low summit. The estimated cost 
of construction totals $118,618,816, while the 
engineering, police, sanitation and gener- 
al contingencies swells the aggregate es- 
timate to $142,342,579. This estimate is 
capable of reduction to $115,941,215, if sin- 
gie locks and a narrow bottom are adopt- 
ed. An alternative estimate is submit- 
ted based on having the Alhajuela dam 
bullt to impound the waters of the upper 
Chagres. This estimate is $156,378,253. 

The committee reports that the value 
of the French work already done is esti- 
mated at $33,934,468. 

It is estimated that the tonnage that 
would use the canal will amount to 7.000, 
027 tons in 1900. The report says: 

„As compared with Europe, the United 
States will derive from the canal far 
greater benefits, both commercially and 
industrially. The canal once opened, our 
trade with the west coast of South Amer- 
ica will rapidly increase, as will also the 
volume of our trade with the orient. The 
amount of American commerce through 
the canal will quickly surpass the total 
amount of Europe’s traffic.

Our esteemed contemporary, The 
Washington Post, whose habitat in the 
shadow of the dome of our national 
capitol lends added emphasis to its in- 
herently impressive observations on 
matters of national concern, takes the 
position that we are burdened with too 
many national holidays.

The adaptability of American insti- 
tutions was never better displayed than 
by recent events in Alabama. 

The expiration of Governor John- 
ston's term was approaching. Gov- 
ernor-elect Samford was on a sickbed, 
with hardly a hope of life until the mo- 
ment when he could assume office. This 
meant an interregnum for which no 
provision had been made, 

But the genius of the American peo- 
ple appeared. The legislature assem- 
bled, organized and passed an enabling 
act. Governor Samford was sworn in. 
and there was no lapse of authority. 

Another phase is also notable. The 
president of the state senate acts dur- 
ing the disability of the governor. He 
becomes, in fact, the governor. Before 
the ilineas of Governor Samford, and 
without any such emergency in pros- 
pect, Mr. Jelks became a candidate for 
the presidency of the senate, with good 
prospects before him. 

The sudden illness of the governor- 
elect changed the situation. It was 
really a governor, and not a presiding 
officer, that the senate would be called 
upon to elect. Hence the ambition of 
men looking to the higher office was 
whetted. 

The senate met and refused to be 
stampeded. It elected Mr. Jelks prasi- 
dent, and to him Governor Samford 
announced his disability, whereupon 
he seated himself in the big chair just 
vacated by Governor Johnston. 

This shows how a people can be 
taught to govern themselves.

The pluck of the czarina, in dismiss- 
ing a cabinet minister who disobeyed 
her during her husband’s illness, has 
attracted much interest to Her person- 
ality. 

The czarina, Alix Victoria of Hesse, 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria, who 
was born in 1872, is described as being 
very musical—a skilled accompanist 
and an accomplished pianist, able to 
play the hardest music at sight.

He was out 
for several months and as he had noth- 
ing saved up, he didn’t live on the fat of 
the land. Finally, his friends, one of 
whom was a prominent newspaper man, 
interested themselves in his behalf, with 
the result that he was offered the posi- 
tion of division superintendent by the 
— manager of a large railway sys- 
em. 

“The night before he was to leave to 
assume the duties of his new position, 
this gentieman and his friends, among 
whom was the newspaper man, went to 
the club and had a glorious time. After 
the banquet, the newspaper man, think- 
ing to give his friend a good send-off, 
went to the office and wrote a warm 
editorial about how Mr. Blank had been 
called to a prominent place by the great 
system and how his abilities would soon 
win for him the general managership of 
the entire system. 

‘Through some cause—probably 
much banquet—the railroad man didn't 
leave the next day and the paper con- 
taining the editorial reached the gen- 
eral manager before the newly named 
division superintendent got to his job.

There was a 
general managership open and a leading 
railroad man was an applicant. Every- 
body thougnt he would get the place and 
& newspaper friend, thinking to clinch 
the matter came out and demanded bis 
appointment, Well, he never got it, and 
I happen to know that when the news- 
paper article i: ppeared the circular an- 


nouncing his appointment had been made | 


out. Bi: the authorities of the road 
couldn't stand anything that looked like 
dictation and canceled the circular. 

“You see, whenever a railroad man’s 
name is always appearing in the public 
prints, his superiors get an idea that 
he is paying more attention to notoriety 
than to his duties and that, of course, 
injures him with the powers that be. 
It you have any friends in the raiiroad 
business don't put them in the paper un- 
less the facts justity, and then Be cer- 
tain of your facts. A paper that pursues 
such a policy toward rairoad men wiii 
never get thrown down on a story, you 
may take my word for it.“

Lewis, of Boston, at the Grand last night,

Members Will Bepo Faverably for 
$45,000. 


TO EXPEND $22,500 A YEAR 


Present Plan Is To Spend $25,000 
on Dormitory. 


COMMITTEE HEARD SEVERAL ARGUMENTS 


The Condition of the State Universi: 
ty Building Was Described as 
Being in a Very Bad Fix. 


| 

The appropriations committees of the 
house of represehtatives last night de- 
cided to report favorably today on appro- 
priation of 845,000 for the University of 
Georgia for the next two years, or $22,000 
annually. This amount is apportioned as 
follows: $25,000 for a dormitory, $10,000 for 
a mess hall, and $10,000 for repairs on 
the university bulldings. The sum of 
$27,500 was also appropriated for the 
estate school for the deaf and dumb at 
Cave Springs. 

The appropriation for the university 
was advoca ti by ex-Governor McDaniel, 
president of the board of trustees, Chan- 
cellor W. B. Hill, Clark Howell, chalr- 
man of a committee appointed to report 
the needs of the institution, and H. H. 
Cabaniss. It was shown that the three 
sbove mentioned items, for which the ap- 
propriation is specified, are badly needed 
and the sum agreed upon, was appropri- 
ated without discussion. 

Ex-Governor McDaniel briefly outlined 
the necessities of the university and he 
was followed by Chancellor Win, who 
gave a more detailed statement. He 
stated that the total enrollment of stu- 
dents this vear was $13, with a prospect 
of a considerable increase in January, 
this number being the largest ever en- 
tered at the Institution in one year. He 
said that the present dormitory arrange- 
ments arg totally inadequate and that a 
new dormitory, built especially for that 
purpose, was necessary in order that 
the expenses of the students can be 
greatly reluced. He informed the com- 
mittee that many young nen who would 
attend the university were kept away 
because the expense of mainten4ice was 
too great. 

A sultubl: mess hall is also needed, he 
said, in connection with the dormitory. 

Mr. Howell spoke for the appropriation, 
on behalf of the poor boys of the state. 
“Give them a fair chance,” sald he, “Give 
them as good a chance as the negroes. 
It is only recently that an endowment 
of $180,000 was given the Atlanta unlver- 
sity, and of this amount about $100,000 
was expended for a dormitory and mess 
hall, The old state university buildings 
have been standing for over one hundred 
yests and they need repiiring. We only 
ask you to place the institution in a 
creditable condition.” 

Mr. Cabanisaa warned the cornmitteco 
that if attention was not given the unl- 
veraity one of two things would happen. 
The boya of the state would attend the 
denominational colleges, or go out of the 
atate to secure an education, 

Superintendent Connor, of the school 
for the deaf and dumb, presented the 
claima of that inatitution, He sald that 
new alcoping quartera were needed for 
both white and colored, At present, ho 
gaid, some of the rooms contained 37 
many as teren beds, in which twelve 
atudenta were required to sleep, He te- 
quested an appropriation for two new 
buildings. 

Representatives Sanders and Jordan, 
who investigated the achool, both sub- 
mitted reports. Mr. Randers was in- 
clined to the bellef that the institution 
was extravagantly managed, 

He said the negroes were fed on more 
choice edibles than he had on his own 
table. 

During the afternoon the committee 
had decided to appropriate $2,000 for Spe- 
cial Attorney Ed Brown, of the Western 
and Atlanta railroad, and last night Rep- 
resentative Thompson, of Dooly, moved 
to reconsider this action. He said there 
was vitually only ons suit pending, 
wtich would require his services, and he 
«xpressed himself as being in favor of 
atolshing the office. Representatives 
Thompson and Burnett composed a sub- 
committee, appointed to investigate the 
round, and Mr. Burnett favored the ap- 
propriation. The motion to reconsider 
was adopted, but further action was 


postponed. 

Representative Hardwick. appointed to

ADVERSE REPORT OW ILL 


General Judiciary of the Senate Meet 
at Kimball House and Act on 
Measure by Senator Smith, 
of the Thirty-fourth 
District.

Representative Copeland, of Walker, one 
of the signers of the minority report, was 
the next speaker against the measure. 
He took a different tack from the other 
opponents of the measure and laying 
aside the constitutional features, argued 
that under the terms of the lease with 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
that road was bound to keep the terminal 
property in a condition of repair. 

‘Under that lease, said the member 
from Walker, the only interest the state 
has in the depot at present is in the rental 
received from the lessee. The duty of 
keeping the union station in the condi- 
tion in which other first-class depots are 
kept is a duty that falls on the lessee, 
and I submit that the depot has not been 
kept in that condition. If the state builds 
under the terms of this measure it will 
to pay insurance on the new sta- 
tion, and this is an item of expense that 
the legislature should take into considera- 
tion.“ 

Representative Everett, of Stewart, 
came forward in a strong speech as a 
friend of the depot. He said: 

“At the last session I was a member of 
the filibustering party led by my friend 
from Bibb. It has been a rule of mine 
since I have been in the legislature to 
vote azainst any measure I did not fully 
understand, and I did not understand the 
measure before the last general assembly. 
Sinca then I have left the filibustering 
party and have become thoroughly con- 
vinced that it is the duty of the state to 
improve the depot property in Atlanta.” 
The member from Stewart then went into 
the business reasons back of the depot 
improvement. 

Representative Daughtry, of Wilkinson, 
based his objection solely, on the consti- 
tutionalitv of the bill, saying that were 
it not for this objection he would vote for 
the depot under all circumstances. 

Hall’s Colleague Speaks. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, declared that he 
had been disposed at first to favor the 
construction of the depot, but upon in- 
Vestigalting the question involved had 
found the constitution of the state in 
front of him at every step. “Unlike the 
gentleman from Jasper.“ said he, “I do 
not think this is entirely a business mat- 
ter. There are. questions involved, far 
more important than any business ques= 
tion and each member of this house 
“houlu sett.o the question for himself 
without going to a court of law for an 
opinion,”’ During the course of his re- 
marks Mr, Felder stated that he didn’t 
care what the supreme court of Georgia 
sald and that he proposed to determine 
the position he would take in his own 
mind. In making this statement, with 
Which he was aiterwards charged by Mr. 
Siaton, of Fulton, Mr. Felder said that 
he meant no reflection whatever on the 
supreme court and only tried to impress 
the idea that every member of the house 
should vote according to the dictates of 
his own conscience. 

Representative Blatock, of Fayette, 
stated that he proposed to vote for the 
depot to be erected on the proposed plan 
provided the amendment he had offered 
was accepted by the house. He wanted it 
understood that he was for the teachers 
and the veterans first and his object was 
to see that nothing would be lost by them 
through any use the house might see fit 
to make of the public property fund. 

Mr. Deil, of Bulloch, sald that the 
friends of the depot had made the ac- 
ceptance of the plan they had arranged a 
condition precedent to the paying of pen- 
sions and salaries. : 


Slaton and Toomer for the Bill.

Turning to Mr, Hall, he 
said: ‘“‘Uniess I misunderstand the pos!- 
tion of the gentleman from Bibb, he Is no 
friend of the constitution of the state. 
He has presented to the house a mon- 
strous constitutional proposition which is 
in effect that the state should invest the 
money arising from t rale of pub.ic 
property in outstanding bonds; that it 
should use the scant fund in the treasury 
for paying a fictitious price for these 
bonds on which there is a large premium. 
The gentleman from Bibb, Mr. Speaker, 
is like a witness I heard recently in a 
south Georgia court when counse] asked 
him if he knew what would happen to 
him if he misstated the facts in the case. 
His reply was: ‘Yes, sir, I will win the 
case.. , 
Hardwick Opposes the Bill. 


Perhaps the strongest speech of the op- 
position was made by Mr. Hardwick, of 
Washington. He dealt at length with the 
constitutional feature of the case and 
read coplously from the minutes of the 
constitutional convention. „1 regret,” 
sald Mr. Hardwick, that a sentiment 
which seems to condemn any member of 
this haus who may faise his voice against 
the pending bill should have ariscn. The 
impression that the measure Is opposed 
on the ground that it is in the interest 
of Atlanta certainly is a fmistaken one. I 
am proud of Atlanta; of fier development, 
her beauty and progress. I want to call 
the attention of the members to the or- 
ganic law of the land which is antago- 
nistic to this pin.“ He then procecded to 
cite sections in the constitution and from 
the minutes of the convention, quoting the 
address of the late N. J. Hammond, of 
Atlanta. to svstain his position, ‘“‘kven 
if this {s constitutional,“ he said finally, 
“there are other and more pressing needs 
for the fund than the need of the depot. 
Georgia is not poor, yet the tax rate 
is higher than any other southern state 
except Mississippi, Let us reduce the L 
rate of our own state before we: begin 
improvements of this character.” 

Representative Hiteh, of Chatham, 
came next in a five minute speech favor- 
ing the bill. “If this was the last tri- 
bunal,”’ said he, “at which the constl- 
tutional question involved could be con- 
sidered I would not be prepared to vote 
for the measure. The supreme court of 
the state is here, however, to pass on such 
questions and 1 understand that the ac- 
tion of the legislature will be enjoined at 
once if this bill is passed, Constitutions 
are framed for the good of the people 
and not for their harm, therefore if this 
measure is calculated to do the state 
good it should te accepted by the gener- 
ul assembly, especially when the issue on 
constitutionality can be tried afterwants.”’ 

The hour for the call of the previous 
question having arrived, the first signer 
of the minority report, Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
was given twenty minutes in which to 
conclude for his side. Five minutes of 
his time Mr. Hall awarded to Represen- 
tative Flynt, of Spalding. The member 
from Spalding protested that he was not 
prejudiced against the bill because It 
was in the interest of Atlanta. He said 
that there was a higher duty that de- 
voived upon him, that of voting accord- 
ing to the dictates of his conscience. 

Mr. Hall then closed for the opposition, 
reviewing the arguments used in his first 


speech, 
Friends of the Depot Close. 


Twenty minutes was then left to the 
friends of the measure, and Chairman 
Bower, of the Western and Atlantic con- 
mittee, gave five minutes to Representa- 
tive Park, of Greene, who presented & 
strong argument for the depot. 

Chairman Bower ended the debate with 
a clear, businesslike address in which he 
pointed out the advantages that would 
accrue to the state through the accept- 
ance of the proposition. He read from 
the opinion of Attorney General Terreil 
and from the report of the sub-commit- 
tee from the Western and Atlantic com- 
mittee touching the constitutionality of 
the bill. 

“If the gentleman from Bibb will sup- 
port this bill.“ declated Mr, Bower. 
will agree to enjoin its operation in onder 
that the courts may determine the con- 
stitutionality of it.“ Mr. Hall answered 
back that he would agree to no such 
thing, and Mr. Bower remarked that as 
he had anticipated, his friend from Blbb 
was opposed to the bill on general prin- 
ciples, and not because it was unconstitu- 
tional.

BELL RESOLUTION WAS 
LOST IN SENATE 


The session of the senate yesterday 
morning was a short one and the business 
was transacted with dispatch. Imme- 
diately after the reading of the journal 
Senator Smith moved to reconsider the 
action of the genate in passing the bill 
introduced by Senator Boynton requiring 
letters patent to be registered with the 
clerk of the superior court in a county be- 
fore the right could be offered for sale 
and the payment of a dollar-fee for such 
registration. Senator Smith attacked the 
law on its constitutionality, and quite a 
debate followed. It was finally reconsid- 
ered and re-referred to the general ju- 
dietary committee for the purpose of be- 
ing altered so as to eliminate the payment 
of the dollar fee. The resolution of Sen- 
ator Bell calling for an investigation of 
the question of educating the negroes of 
the state by the committee on education 
Wag lost. Senator Bell only made a few 
short remarks, and then the vote was 
taken, which resulted in the defeat of the 
resolution. 

The bill introduced by Senator McAfee 
regulating the pensions caused an inter- 
esting and eloquent debate. The bill came 
back to the house in the form of a sub- 
stitute, which did not alter the present 
law except in that it declared that no 
pension should issue to any widow who 
had property amounting to $1,000 or an 
income of 3250 a year. A half-dozen or 
more amendments were offered, but one 
by Senator Boykin, fixing the amount 
of property at $1,600, was finally adopted. 
That was regarding the widows’ pensions, 
On the bill regarding the soldiers’ pen- 
sions the same chahge was made by the 
committee. This matter, however, caused 
more debate, and it was finally laid, over 
for final action until today immediately 
fullowing the other special order, The 
bill of Senator Bell calling for a divisi#n 
of the taxes of the races for educational 
purposes will be the special order for to- 
day, immediately following the reading 
of the journal,

In the meantime thé two detectives 
were sentenced to serve in the jail twen- 
ty days each for contempt. They carried 
their cases to ‘he supreme court, 
which affirmed the decision of the 
lower court. When Penn came 
back to Fulton county he was 
also sentenced to spend twenty days in 
the Tower for contempt. While in the 
jail he made several efforts to secure his 
release upon writ of babeas corpus, but 
Was unsuccessful. 0 

In the meantime the two detectives 
had been indicted by the grand jury on 
charges of embracery. Bradley left the 
county the day before the indictment was 
found against him and has not returned. 
Looney was taken ill and his trial was 
postponed from time to time, All this 
while Penn was stopping at the Tower 
awaiting the time when he should be 
called upon to testify as chief witness 
for the state. When Looney was finally 
tried Penn declined to testify, asserting 
that to do so might tend to criminate 
him. and the court held that he had that 
right under the constitution. | 

A votdict of not guilty was then taken 
in the Looney cage, but Mr. Penn was not 
released. The court ordered that he be 
sent back to the Tower to await the cap- 
ture of Bradley, when his services would 
again be in demand as & witness. Again 
he made an effort to secure his freedom 
by habeas corpus proceedings, this time 
before Ordinary Huleey, but again was 
he unsuccessful. 

On the 12th of last month, Bradley not 
having been captured, Judge Candler 
signed an order calling for the releage 
of Juror Penn. It will be interesting to 
note what the county commissioners will 
do with the bill calling for $147, which 
Penn says is due him as a witness, The 
matter will doubtless be referred to the 
finance committee of the board for con- 
sideration and report, as is usual in such 
cases.

In compliance with the proclamation 
issued by the governor in April last, Ar- 
bor Day will be celebrated throughout 


| Georgia on Friday. 
The day will be generally observed as a 
holiday and in various sections interest- 


ing exercises will doubtless be held, The 
day will not be observed as a holiday in 
the Atlanta public schools, however, and 
no unusual exercises will take place in 
honor of the occasion. 

Superintendent W. F. Saton ta ted 
yesterday that the schools found it more 
profitable to plant trees in February and 
March rather than in December. 

Last Spring the governor Issued his 
proclamation setting aside one day in the 
year to be known as Arbor Day at the 
request of the Georgia Federation of Wo- 
man's Clubs. The request was presented 
by Mrs, Lindsay Johnson, of Rome, presi- 
dent of the federation. 

For a long time the Georgia Federation 
of Woman's Clubs was most active in 
agitating the matter and when it was 
presented to Governor Candler he readi- 
ly consented to designate a day to be 
celebrated. Throughout the north Arbuyr 
Day is observed with more or less pomp 
and ceremony and it is eapected that in 
time the day will become one of the chief 
fivuawauays in Georgia, |

New York, December 4.—A favorite paradox 
in Wall street is that a surprise is alwavs ex- 
pected in Sugar. In the pursuit of their pro- 
fesricnal avocation, atock traders are always 
trying to discount what they expect and the 
ccprequence is ‘hat they are generally sur- 
prised and disappointed. Today was no ex- 
ception. Action on the quarterly dividend has 
been looked for at any time for several days 
past, and the new as to what the dividend 
would be had varied all the way from an in- 
crease from the regular rate to 1% to 2 per 
cent and up to the regular 1% and an extra dis- 
bursement of 2 per cent. The speculation has 
gone on right merrily on that besis. The price 
was run up to 135% this morning when the in- 
timation was disseminated that no action would 
he taken on the dividend today. Consequently 
the ant ouncement a little later that the ci- 
rectors had met at the private residence of 
the president of the company and declared a 
dividend of only 1% e like a bomb shell 
upon the speculative contingent. In their 
rush to save losses they forced the price down 
by rapid stages, meeting no support except 
from professional shorts on the way down. 
The stock touched 127% in the last hour and 
closed with a net loss of 6%. The violent slump 
in this stock had a depressing Influence on the 
whole market, but the movements were at no 
time approached demoralization. In fact, there 
were points of strength persisting here and 
there in the railroad list—notably, Erie stocks 
and in the low prices, Southwesterns, but these 
vielded their gains in the late reaction. In 
the early dealings the principal weakness was 
shown by the specialties, and especially the 
steel stocks. The latter group showed good 
recoveries, and except for Tennessee Coal held 
well In the late weakness of the railroad list. 
The pressure to sell the railroads grew heavy 
during the latter part of the day and a large 
number of them show net losaes of about a 
point. Chicago, Rurlington and Quincy de- 
clined IX. The general weakness, while part- 
ly due to sympathy with the violent decline in 
the Sugar, was undoubtedly based for the most 
part on anxiety as to the ability of the money 
market to carry speculative accounts over the 
new year. There was no evidence that liqui- 
dation was forced today, but the spirit of cau- 
tion prevailed and induced measures to avold 
anything like forced liquidation In view of the 
large advances in prices which the market 
has enjoyed. Owing to the reaewed movement 
of currency to the interior and the present low 
level of pension disbursements, the sub-treaa- 
ury has already taken up from the money 
market nearly $3,000,000 since Friday. To- 
day's tranafers to the interior, which went to 
New Orleans, were $400,000, compared with 
$560,000 yesterday. Another noticeable frat- 
ure of the situation ts the steadiness of ster- 
ing exchange in apite of the Ormnessa of the 
local money market and the notably easier 
rates in London and Berlin. The foreign sell- 
ing of our securities, which was continued to- 
day to the extent of about 26,000 shares, is 
supposed to account for this. The opinion ts 
expressed by some foreign authoritics that this 
process has been carried so far 19 to leave New 
York without future power te draw gold from 
Eurorean sours’s.
